To fry bacon so as to have it 
straight, licht brown-and crisp, invert 
a perforated pie tin over a larger pie 

| tin, lay. slices of bacon smoothly over 

the perforated tin and place in oven. 
An even brown color is obtained as 
the grease trickles into the plate be- 
low. This method prevents any spat- 
tering of the stove. The bacon is 
evenly cooked and the grease is per- 
fectly clear for frying eggs. This 
method is a great advantage when 
one uses oil or gasoline, especially as 
the cooking of the bacon can be com- 
bined with the baking of muffins or 
other things. 

Zine is often the hardest thing in 
the house to clean, especially under 
kitchen stoves, where it becomes bad- 
ly discolored. One of the simplest 
and surest methods is to dry thor- 
oughly the zine and then go over it 
with kerosene oil, which must be al- 
lowed tu stand over night. In the 
morning this should be wiped with a 
soft cloth, and more kerosene applied. 
The oil eats out all the grease and 
dirt which adheres to the zine and 
makes it white and spotless. Zine- 
lined sinks or bathtubs can be treat- 
ed the same way, but must be thor- 
oughly dried afterward.

The 
present idea is to meet poisonous gas 
by the issue of respirators. It would 
be better and quite as practicable to 
neutralize the asphyxiating ges with 
some other gas or vapor. To give an 
example, chlorine fumes would be 
rendered harmless by soda solution 
sprayed. In place of choking vapor 
there would be a snowfall of a solid 
viscous substance, chlorine of sodium, 
or common ‘salt.

INVISIBLE AEROPLANES 
LATEST GERMAN PLAN 


A despatch from Amsterdam says: 
Germany possesses invisible aero- 
planes, according to the Cologne Gaz- 
ette. The wings are made of a clear 
transparent material called cellon, 
which is the invention of a German 
engineer named Knaubel. Cellon, 
which is manufactured from cellulose 
and acetic acid, is tough, pliable and 
non-inflammable, and is used instead 
of canvas. A machine covered with 
cellon is said to be virtually invisible 
above an altitude of 3,000 feet. Herr 
Knaubel made his first experiments 
with the material two years ago.

War Campaigns. 


A calculation made years ago 
brought out the fact that rather more 
than a third of the period between 
1141 and 1815 was spent in wars be- 
tween France and the inhabitants of 
Britain.

A model dairy farm for the pur- 
poses of demonstrating rotation and 
the value of alfalfa and corn for en- 
silage will be one of the features 
of the Ontario Government dairy ex- 
hibit at the National Exhibition, To- 
ronto. Mr. Geo. A. Putnam plans 
to locate the model farm in the south- 
west wing of the building and nearby 
will be another innbvation, an exhibit 


showing the value of concentrated | 


foods, 

He expects to have an unusually 

large and representative showing of 
Ontario dairy products and intends 
making the exhibit as practical and 
instructive as possible. In this work 
he will have the assistance of several 
Government officials, who will be en- 
gaged in making a number of demon- 
strations, including the sediment test, 
cow testing, care and testing of milk 
and cream. 
The Niagara Fall of milk will again 
be a feature, the flow showing the 
production of milk in the Province, 
and the proportions into which the 
total is divided for cheese and but- 
ter-making, city consumption, etc. 

It has again been decided to dis- 
tribute samples of Cheddar cheese 
and to demonstrate in a practical way 
the relative food value of dairy pro- 
ducts.
